DSTV£lfl?r®JT AND PLANNIIIG: Ms are continuing cur efforts toward 
the development and recruitment of nets agents or- a modest and more 
selective basis. Me era attempting to acquire at least a feu more 
addresses which can be used under various names! for- example, the pension 
owners, sad in addition will continue our spotting and assessing efforts 
so as to provide a backlog of possible assets to seat any emergency requi 
aent that might arise.
